Flossmor, Ili., Sept. 24.—The chief 


engineer of the Panama canal. John 
F. Wallace, after a busy summer on 
the isthmus, is at home for a short 
visit. 


During his three months' stay in 


Panama Mr. Wallace completely cov- 
ered the entire canal strip, about 10 
miles wide and about 47 in i IKS long, 
at least -0 times, and his observations 
were 
thorough, llr. Wallace sa.'~s 


that at present there are about 1,5'n) 
men in the field in Panr.:na. There are 
now at work six divisions of engi- 
neers' corps, each in charge of a resi- 
dent engineer, who reports to Air. 
Wallace as chief engineer. The engi- 
neering and clerical departments are 
almost 
entirely 
Americanized, ami 


nearly every arriving steamer brings 
fresh 
additions from 
the 
United 


States. 
The majority of the common 


laborers as well as a few of the skilled 
laborers are English-speaking negroes 
from Jamaica. 


Mr. Wallace says that the health 


conditions in Panama are excellent, 
and 
there is little sickness. Tho 


mean temperature this summer was 
about 8-i degrees, and Mr. 
Wallacf 


says that he does not remember that 
he ever passed a summer in the Unit- 
ed States when the weather was more 
pleasant than it was this summer HI 
Panama. 
Tho idea that yellow I'evcr 


is still prevalent in the isthmus. Mr. 
Wallace says, is erroneous. It. as well 
as the malarial fevers common to 
tropical countries, is being eradicated. 
It has been learned that one kind of 
mosquito, which bites only at night, 
carries the malarial fever infection, 
and that another kind of mosquito, 
which bites only in the daytime, car- 
ries the yellow fever infection. It has 
also been learned that it is the female 
only which bites, the blood that the 
creature sucks in being not for the 
purpose of food, but to fecundate its 
eggs and so aid propagation. These- 
eggs are deposited in stagnant pools, 
but by the thorough system of drain- 
age now being put into effect these 
places are being gradually got rid of. 


Mr. Wallace says that of the work 


done by the French company, perhaps 
10, maybe 15 per cent can be used. It 
all depends on the plan finally decided 
on for the completion of the canal. 
The preliminary work of thoroughly 
surveying the canal route with a view 
of determining- at what level the canal 
is to be cut and the exacc line it is 
to follow will consume. Mr. Wallace 
says, the remainder of the year 190! 
and all of 1905. By spring of 19%. he 
says, he expects to have the campaign 
entirely mapped out and the actual 
work of digging the canal in system- 
atic progress. Then it will take abou' 
eight years to complete the work. The 
line of the canal will be for about 25 
miles along the Chagres river, then 
along one of the branches of the Cha- 
gres passing through the cut among 
the hills known as the Culebra cut. 
about 10 miles from Panama, anil 
thence by the Rio Grande ruer to 
Panama bay. 


Mr. Wallace estimates that 
the 


completion of the canal will cost ?][10.- 
000,000. This sum, added to the $-40,- 
000,000 paid to the French company 
for the canal property and the $10.- 
000.000 paid to the Panama govern- 
ment for the grant of land, will mako 
the total cost of the great waterway 
1200,000,000.
